My inclination is to 
kis keep his request for me as simple as possible - just a restatement of my 
few unanswered requests - but if Bud thinks it is a good idea, I wouldn't 
object to referring to your ZEqHzis requests also. My main goal is Xta to get 
my requests sub judice before the FOIA goes away.
